, 


The necessities of the State constrained me to convene you 
in extra session, No special emergency, but a general exi- 
gency, resulting from the altered and deranged condition of 
our Federal Relations and domestic affairs, at the termination 
of the late civil war which, in the nature of things, eould not 
be fully adjusted and provided for at your first session, now 
demand your further consideration and attention. `. ~ 

The removal of the negro troops from thé. limits. of, the 
State, and. the transfer of the Freedman’s Bureau to the ad- 
ministration aud control of the officers of the Regular Army 
now commanding the white troops-in the District of Missis- 
sippi, are subjects of congratulation to you and to the country. 
'The white race is thus relieved from the insults, irritations and 
spoliation fo which they were so often subjected, &nd the black 
race from that demoralization which renderéd them averse to 
habits of honest industry, and which was fast sinking them in 
habits of idleness, pauperism,and crime. Both races are now 
settling down in business life and cultivating those sentiments 
of mutual friendship and confidence so essential to the pros- 
perity and happiness of both. Dx NOM: 

Beyond these congratulations there is but little in the politi- 
cal horizon to cheer the patriot or excite the hopes of our 
citizens. , That small cloud of fanaticism that rose in the East, 
at first no larger than a man’s hand, and spread with such irre- 
sistable fury, overthrowing constitutional barriers and destroy- 
ing the rights and, property of a portion of the States of the 
Union, still overshadows our land with all its poxtertous black- 
ness... Onr Senators and Representatives to Congress are yet 
refused their géats. The Radical Congress has enacted laws 
and proposed amendments to the Constitution, which if adopted 
will destroy the rights.of the States and of the people, and 
centralize all the powers. of government in the Federal Head. 
Against this threatening cloud of ruin the President has inter- 
posed the Executive power of. the Government, and has thus 
drawn upon his devoted head all its fury and vengeance.. The 
conservative patriotism of the North, and the braye soldiers 
who boldly marched up to the battle line and fought for the 
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Union, and who are now unwilling to lend themselves to the 
unholy work of trampling down the constitational liberties of 
a people who succumbed to the mighty power of our now 
common government, are arrayed in.support of his adminis- 
tration in its efforts to restore to the States their Con- 
stitutional rights in the Union. The result of the fierce 
struggle between the President and Congress, time alone 
ean reveal. In the adjustment of what they term “plans 
of reconstruction of thé Union,” the South can have 
no voice, and can.only submit to the power that controls 
her. As the Chief Magistrate of the State I have- sedu- 
lously avoided: all collision with Federal power and have 
yielded obedient acquiescence in every case of usurpation and 
wrong inflicted upon our citizens by Federal authority: , Our 
people are wearied of war, its desolation, its vandalism. They 
have returned to their allegianceto the Constitution of" the 
United States. They now seek for peàce, its quiet and secu- 
rity by submission to its power. They have nobly met and 
heroiéally performed their duties and responsibilities to Con- 
stitutionalliberty, and proudly conscious of rectitude; they 
transmit to posterity and to history. the record of the past 
without a blush of contrition or dishonor. 2 
Though our voice cannot be heard, nor our rights re- 
spected in the adjustment of our Federal Relations, many 
questions" present, themselves for our’ consideration and 
action a$ .citizens of the State that ‘may affect our con- 
dition as citizens in the Union. . Promineht among them 
is the amendment proposéd by Congress'as: number XIV, 
which, at the.request of the Honorablé Secretary of ‘State, 
William H. Seward, I herewith report for. your action — 
This amendment, adopted by a Congress of ‘less than three- 
fourths of the States of the Union, in palpable violation of the 
rights of more than one-fourth of the States, is such an in- 
sulting outrage’ and denial of the equal rights of so many of 
our worthiest citizens who have shed lustre and glory upon 
our .section and our race, both in the forum and in the field, 
such a gross usurpation of the rights of the State, and stich a 
centralization of power in the Federal Government, that I pre- 
sume, a mere reading of it, will cause its rejection by you. 
THE CIVIL RIGHTS BILL 


passed by Congress at its recent session conflicts directly with 
many of our State laws, passed in pursuance to the amendment 
to the State Constitution emancipating the slaves in the State 
and requiring the Legislature “to guard them and the State, 
from the evils that may arise from their sudden emancipation,” 
and has beén a fruitful source of disturbance. 
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Immediately. after your adjournment in December 1865, I 
appointed Hon. Wm. Yerger of Hinds County, and Hon. J. M. 
Acker of Monroe County, Commissioners to visit Washington 
City, and lay these laws before the President ‘and to , request 
him to indicate which of them the military-authorities.in the 
State woüld be allowed to nullify. 

The President, in his reply, gave them full assurance that 
none of them should be nullified except by the Civil Courts of 
the land. No violent collision has yet occurred between the 
State and Federal authorities, and I fear none so long as the 
military Distriet of Mississippi is under the administration of 
the present distinguished military commander, who has, in the 
settlement of the many delicate questions that have arisen 
shown so just a sentiment toward our State and people. Thus 
far, all questions that could not be otherwise adjusted have been 
submitted to the judicial tribunals of the country, and are now 
undergoing judicialinvestigation. While the *Civil Rights' 
Bill" cannot be received as a rule for your guidance, the inter- 
ests ofthe whiterace will be subserved by the relaxation of the 
rigidity of our laws, which in order to guard society against 
threatening evils, was rendered necessary. Public justice to 
both races “demand the admission of negro testimony in all 
cases brought before the civil and criminal Courts. And now 
that the negro has shown a confiding and friendly disposition 
toward the white race, and a desire to engage in the pursuits 
of honest labor, justice and honor demands of us full protec- 
tion to his person and property, real and personal Fire 
arms are not essential to his proteotion; prosperity or 
happinees ; and society should be guardéd by requiring him .to 
procure a license to carry.them—a privilege he can always se- 
cure where his character for good conduct and honesty is 
known.

THE CHICKASAW SCHOOL FUND. 


In obedience to “an act further to secure the jidébtsduesg 
of the Railroad Companies in this State on account of the 
money borrowed from the State, under an act approved March 
7th, 1856," I demanded of the Mississippi and Tennessee Rail- 
road Company, the Mississippi Central Railroad Company, and 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company, new bonds, or obli- 
gations for the lost bonds and new securities for the old secu- 
rities, amply sufficient to secure the semi-annual payment of 
the interest, and the ultimate payment of the sums of monev 
which are due and owing to the State of Mississippi on the 1st 
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of J'anuary, 1863, on account of money by them ‘respectively 
borrowed. These Companies have all refused to comply with 
my demands; and the Attorney General has been instructed-to 
institute suits against them within six months from and after 
the notice of'such demand. In view of the great labor atten- 
dant upon the ins titutiom of these suits,—-they being in- 
stituted in different and remote portions of the State, and the 
Attorney General's presence being 'constantly required at the 
seat of Government, I recommond that he be relieved from the 
institution of, and attending the trial of these suits in the Dis- 
trict Courts. . 


DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


By.an act passed at your last session for the “ relief of des- 
titute disabled Confederate and State soldiers, and their widows, 
and the support and-education of indigent children of deceased 
or disabled Confederate or State soldiers," the sum of $60,- 
000, has been reserved from the revenue of the State, and re- 
mains undistributed, in consequence of the failure of many of 
the Boards of Police of the. several counties to report their 
lists (as required by the act) to guide the Auditor in making 
the distribution, proper to the respective counties, ‘in propor- 
tion to the number of beneficiaries reported in said lists.”— 
This sum of $60,000, was the amount reserved from the reve- 
nue ‘collected under ** an act levying a tax upon certain persons 
and property therein named," aud properly belongs to the fis- 
cal year, ending 30th April, 1866. The proviso to the first 
section of the act authorizes the Boards of Police to apply 
this sum for the fiscal year ending 30th “April, “for the support 
of the indigent families of their respeetiqe counties" In view 
of the destitution existing among this worthy and meritorious 
class, and to prevent unnecessary suffering, delay, and pecuni- 
ary expenditure,, I recommend the appointment of an agent to 
visit the North-Western States to purchase provisions, to be 
distributed at convenient depots, in different parts of the 
State, in anticipation of the returns to be made of the number 
of beneficiaries; the provisions to be distributed by such per- 
son or board as you may appoint for this purpose, or in accord- 
ance with their directions, or of the Boards of Police of the 
counties, as you may deem proper. Itis thought that the sum 
of $60,000 is insufficient for this purpose, and also to provide 
for the education of indigent children, which is a sacred duty 
we owe to the brave heroes, whose lives were given in defence 
of ourlost cause. I recommend that the law limiting the 
amount to $60,000 for.the object first cited, be repealed; and 
that 20 per cent. ef the entire revenue of the State be appro- 
priated annually for that purpose. Before I dismiss this sub- 
ject, I desire to call your notice, in connection with it, to the 
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Orphan’s Home for the children of the State, many-of whom 
are children of deceased Confederate soldiers, established at 
Lauderdale Springs, in Lauderdale county. It deserves your 
fostering care; and it should ever be our aim, in -caring: for 
and educating these deserving children, thus to build a monu- 
ment of gratitude and affectionate rememberance of the fallen 
dead,—worthy of their deeds,—beneficial to their children, 
and full of honor to the State: 

Itis my grateful duty to acknowledgethe receipt of $9,000 
from the noble ladies of Baltimore, through the hands of their 
Treasurer, Mrs. Charlotte Latrobe, a loved daughter of Missis- 
sippi, for the relief of “disabled soldiers, and widows and or- 
phans of deceased soldiers of our State.” I understand this 
sum has been increased by funds received by others from the 
same source, to the sum of $18,000. 

This magnificent donation and noble charity, is a renewed 
evidence of the tender sympathy felt for the families of our gal- 
lant dead and their brave survivors, and a touching tribute to 
the justice of the cause for which they fought and suffered? and 
must forever bind the hearts of true Mississippians, in chords 
oflove and affection to the true hearted and patriotic Ladies 
of Maryland. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The report of the State Architect, Capt. A. J. Herod, 
exhibits the condition of the Public Buildings, the progress of 
the repairs, and the amount expended on each building. The 

‘sums appropriated have proved to be totally inadequate, and 
they all remain in an unfinished condition. A much larger 
amount than was appropriated has been expended on the 
Executive mansion, which is explained in the report of the 
State architect. The building is now fully protected from 
damage by rains, and other causes of injury and decay, and, 
though unfinished, is sufficiently repaired for comfortable use. 
Shortly after his appointment, the Architect made a survey of 
the State Capitol and reported to me the decaying condition of 
the frame work of the roof, and of all the walls, and the utter 
insufficiency of the appropriation to make the repairs abso- 
lately necessary to save the building from utter ruin. A large 
sum is yet needed to complete the repairs, and make the build- 
ing safe and secure. The expenditure upon the

Have also exceeded the appropriation, and large additional 
appropriations will be required to place it in a proper state for 
the accomodation and security of the inmates, and for the 
protection of that portion already completed.

The work done upon. these Publie Buildings has been of the 
most substantial kind. The progress of the repairs: has been 
much retarded by the di£ieulty im procuring labor and mate- 
rials; and the high price of both has necessarily limited the 
extent of the repairs. The State Architect has bestowed his 
undivided attention and care to the task imposed upon him. 
He has displayed great industry, business capacity, and scien- 
tific skill and ability, and invites a strict scrutiny into his 
accounts and vouchers, and of the progress and character of 
the improvements made. ' Fed ‘ 

PENITENTIARY. T 

The accompanying report of the laetis Superintendént, 
Physiciag,and Chaplain, and the Agent of the Peniténtiary'ex- 
hibits the operations, improvements and present condition of 
that Institution, and contain many valuable suggestions for 
further improvements. The heavy expense incurr ed in remov- 
ing the rubbish and placing its different departments in a con- 
dition for use, was unavoidable. To prepare it for the profitable 
employment of the convicts, it wil require very large addition- 
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al expenditures. This is made manifest by the weekly and 
increasing accessions to the number of inmates—the present. 
inability to find employment suitable to their confined condi- 
tion—and the constantly increasing expense incident to their 
support. Some relief may befound by re-adjusting the crimi- 
nal laws so as to limit punishment in the Penitentiary to certain 
classes of crimes and authorizing punitive labor for minor 
offences within the limits of the respective counties.

The attention of the Inspectors to the interests of the Insti- 
tution have been constant and unremitting, and I cordially join 
with them in their commendations of the able and efficient 
Superintendent, Col. Geo.

SALT WORKS AND DISTILLERY. 


Under “An act to authorize the Governor to appoint a Com- 
missioner to sell all the property invested in the State Distille- 
ry and Salt Works," I appointed J. S. Robinson, of Carroll 
county, who has taken possession of all the property found 
belonging to the Distillery, andhas submitted an inventory of 
property and papers. In a partial account rendered by the 
Commissioner, he reports a sale of a part of the property for 
$531 41, U. S. Currency, which he has paid into the Treasury. 
He has also deposited with the Treasurer the sum of $ 
in Confederate Treasury Notes, found among the papers of Col. 
Strong, who was the State Agent. The property of the Salt 
Works cannot be found and hence cannot be reported. 


y THE REVENUE BILL. 


Passed at your last session is believed to be sufficient for all 
the wants of the State. Much of the tax of one dollar per 
each bale of this year’s crop will be lost to the State if the law 
be not altered so as to require the collector to collget it be- 
fore the cotton is shipped, as is now done in the coN€ction of 
the Special Tax. By law, the assessment of the present grow- 
ing crop, will not be made until after the 1st of May, 1867, 
and will be collected during that fiscal year. Many adventur- 
ers, who, allured by the high price of cotton, have embarked 
in its cultivation, will, upon such a failure of the cotton crop 
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as we have suffered. this year, be disgusted and disappointed, 
and will, after the speedy sale of their cotton in the fall and 
and winter, disappear before the Tax Collector, can, by law, 
as it now stands, demand the tax. A heavy loss has already 
been sustsined by the State from a clerical error in the Reve- 
nue Law which rendered the collection of the tax intended to 
be imposed on persons traveling on Railroads, impossible.— 
Instead of one-half cent per mile, as was intended, the en- 
rolled bill reads “one-half per cent per mile.” The Railroads. 
have refused to make any composition or arrangement con- 
cerning this tax. . 

Under the advice of the Attorney General, that by the rul- 
ing of the High Court itis not allowable to go behind the en- 
rolled bill to ascertain the intention of the Legislature, I made 
no eftort to enforce, through the Courts, my demands. . 


COTTON MONEY. 


Under “An act to be entitled an act authorizing the issuance 
of Treasury Notes as advances upon cotton,” passed December 
19, 1861, the Auditor issued Treasury Notes to the amount of 
$95,000,002 upon the bonds of Planters, with personal security 
in addition to their bonds, on cotton pledged to be kept at the 
risk of the Planter, and to be delivered at some specified city 
or seaport in the Confederate States. These Treasury Notes. 
have written across their faces the words: ‘ Receivable in 
payment of all dues to the State and counties, except the 
Military Tax." The Planters’ Bonds were to be paid in gold 
and silver, and in Treasury Notes when required by the Gov- 
erdor, by proclamation, so to do. -In pursuance of the sixth 
section.of the act I issued my proclamation on the 6th of 
January last, requiring all persons “to.whom advances may 
have been made to deliver the number of bales of cotton upon 
which they have received an advance,” in accordance with 
their respecive receipts, within (90) ninety days from the date 
of said proclamation. . No cotton, -up to this time, has been 
received, but the Treasurers Report shows that the sum of 
$2,515,922 03 in these Treasury Notes lias been paid in, and 
corresponding Planters’ Bonds canceled. The sum of $34,- 
912 32 is otherwise accounted for. ‘There is yet left in the 
hands of the Treasurer, not canceled, Planters’ Bonds to the 
amount of $2,451,167 65, and there is yet outstanding a cor- 
responding amount in: Treasury Notes unredeemed, On the 
25th of September I issued another proclamation requiring all 
persons who had not paid their bonds to pay in gold and. 
silver, or in Treasury Notes, as required on the face of the: 
-bond; and: have placed one bond in the hands of the District 
Attorney of the 4th Judicial District, upon which to bring suit 
at the December Term of the Circuit Court for Hinds county, 
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in order to test all the questions of law that may arise con- 
cerning the validity of these bonds. I-deemed this course 
advisable, as many grave constitutional questions are involved ; 
and a failure to obtain judgment for the State on over 3,000 
suits if I proceeded in all at the same time; would involve 
the State in costs to the amount of $50,000 to $75,000; besides 
that, it would infliet an unnecessary and burdensome tax on 
the bondsmen and their securities. As the decisicn of the 
principle involved in one suit would be the same as that in- 
volved in all the rest, but one suit was brought, and, as before 
stated, to test the validity of the issue of the Treasury Notes. _ 

À grave question demanding your consideration and attention 
has arisen in connection with these Treasury Notes. A tender 
of them was made in payment of taxes to the Tax Collector of 
Hinds county by a tax-paver. The Tax Collector refused to 
receive them. A mandamus was then sued out of the Circuit 
Court to compel him to do so. The Tax Collector demurred 
to it, but was.overruled by the Court, and the case will proba- 
bly be appealed to the High Court of Errors and Appeals for 
decision. If that Court decides that these Treasury Notes 
must be received in payment of taxes, no other kind ot money 
will be received into the Treasury and it will become bankrupt, 
unless the Planters’ Bonds held by the Treasurer are decided to 
be valid against them. 


COUNTY COURTS. 


I deem it my duty to call your attention to the fact that nu- 
merous and varied complaints have been -made against the 
County Courts established by your honorable body at its last 
session. It is proper to state that while many objections have 
been made against the details of the Courts, but few deny the 
necessity that exists for the establishment of a Court inferior 
in jurisdiction and authority to the Cireuit Court, whose meet- 
ings shall be frequent, its forms simple, its proceedings sum- 
mary and judgments prompt The experience which the mem- 
bers of your honoyable body have had concerning the work- 
ings of the County Courts, will, Iam confident, furnish the 
best guides for your action concerning them. My experience 
and knowledge concerning the practical workings of the Coun- 
ty Court system do not justify me in submitting any recom- 
mendations for your consideration, further than to express the 
belief that the details may be so modified. as to remove many 
objections, while your experience will suggest whether it: be 
wisest to attempt a modification of the present system: and 
thus to meet the wants and necessities of the people, or to 
adoptin its place some other cheap and efficient System. > 
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A STATE MAP. 

I dés the publication, and distribution of a State Map to 
the various State and County offices whose business requires 
the possession of one, a matter of sufficient importance to call 
your attention to it. It should contain ‘a correct delineation 
of everything of importance and information that it can em- 
body and be a reference not only to our officials but to all per- 
sons interested in the affairs of the State, whose correctness 
should settle all doubts upon any points or subjects it embodied. 
I do not believe it can be published without some pecuniary. 
aid from the State, which expenditure would be more than re- 
paid the State by the benefit its publication would oceasion it. 
Nearly all the old maps were destroyed during the late war. 
They were published nearly thirty years ago. Since then 
changes have been made and jmprovements have taken place of 
such a character as render a new map, if not an indispensable 
necessity, atleast one which we stand in very-great need. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF ARMY RECORDS. ; 

Under an act passed by the Legislature at its last session, 
the Superintendent of Army Records was directed to ascertain 
the number of maimed State and Confederate soldiers in this 
State requiring artificial legs. Thereport of Col. J. L. Power 
is herewith submitted, to which I invite your early: attention. 
Thirty-six counties have been heard trom, showing.an aggre- 
gate of 188, making it safe to estimate that ‘there is at least 300 
in the State, for whom itis the clear duty of the State thns to 
provide. 

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


The report of the Adjutant General and the submission of 
his accounts and vouchers as Quarter baster General of the 
State, 1 is herewith submitted. His recommendations deserve 
your consideration, and I desire to call your attenfios to the 
unconstitutionality of the section of Military law Ue ded dt 
your last session? ‘relating to “tenure of office and elections. 
which was a clerical mistake discovered too late to he reme- 
died at that time. 

DEFAULTERS. i 


In obedience to a resolution, passed at your last session, suits 
have been brought against all the defaulters to the State Trea- 
sury except M. D. Haynes, late Treasurer. In consequence of 
the loss of many of the papers showing his indebtedness, suit 
has not been commenced against his sureties. An able and 
elaborate report was made upon the condition of the Treasury 
by Col. Labauve and Wm. H. Brown, Commissioners, exhibit- 
ihg large balances against that Tressurer—bnt the Legislature 
in Mar ch 1865 authorized the Governor to appoint one Com- 
missioner to re-examine his papers. Governor Clark appointed 
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Mr. Jas. E. Matthews, Commissioner, who was prevented by 
the surrender of the Confederate forces to the Federal army 
from entering upon the duties assigned him. I recommend the 
appointment “of one commissioner, with adequate compensation, 
to make a re-examination, and report, so as to enable the State 
to institute suit. 


THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE AND MEASURSS OF RELIEF. 


Many other questions affecting the welfare o" the State will 
come before you, and wi!l doubtless receive yonr profound at. 
tention and consideration. For the restoration af our national 
prosperity and happiness we must look to agricultural and 
manufacturing pursuits of industry. ‘The capital and labor for 
the development of these latent sources of wealth, within the 
limits of this State, are insufficient, and the supply must “ome 
from abroad. Capital should be invited, and emigration of free 
white Jabor should be encouraged. Both must be assured of 
full protection and security, and the white labore:s must be as- 
sured of social and political equality with the white race alone, 
or they will pass vs by and seek for homes i» other communi- 
ties, where the preponderance of negro population will not af- 
fect or retard them or their posterity in their progress to wealth, 
happiness and civilization. 

From every portion of our State appeals have been received 
for immediate relief from the burdens that oppress all classes of 
our citizens. The desolation and ruin of our fortunes—tbe 
heavy indebtedfess, both foreign and domestic, of our people— 
the scarcity of the necessuries of life—the want of means to 
procure them—and the uncertainty of our future treatment by 
the Federal Government—has sunk the public mind in gioom 
and despondency, and renders the task of meetipg the necessi- 
ties and demauds of the people a difficult one indeed. Painful 
apprebensions exist that the Federal tax on the only produc- 
tion of our labor, and the suits now on the appearance and issue 
dockets of our cour’s, will turn thuusands from their homes in 

want ard destitution. From Federal taxation there is no relief. 
Hate and malignity only laugh at cur ezlamity, and revenge 
mocks when our fear cometh. The Ccustitution rendered inop- 
erative the “ Stay Law" passed at your last ses-ion. It de- 
clare- that the courts of the country “shall always be open," 
and “right and justice administered without sale, denial or de- 
lay." What, then, is “right and justice ?" When a vessel at 
sea is overtaken by a a storm, and it becomes necessary to throw 
-overboard a portion of the cargo to enable her to ride the waves 
aud reach the shore, sonnd morality and equity declares it is 
* right and justice” that the loss should be averaged and shared 
alike by all the owners of the cargo. The people 
of -Missississippi launched their little bark upon the 
broad sea of Independence. The storm of war engulphed 
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it in the whirlpool of abolition, and we are wrecked voyagers 
on the beach of desolation and dependence. Our fair fields 
have been laid waste, our cities sacked and destroyed ;- 
the siaveh^lde: has lost his @laves; the farmer his farm 
stock; the merchant his goods ; ourlibraries enlighten the bench 
and the pulpits of the wreckers ; our jewelry, silver spoons, and 
even the toys and trinkets of our children ornament the mantles, 
adorn the tables, and enliven the parlors of the spoilers. The 
creditor alone has saved his “notes and accounts” from spolia- 
tion and destruction. Morality and equity claim an average and 
distribution of what is saved from the wreck. But who is 
authorized to strike the average? When, how and where did 
he receive the authority ? And by what rule would the division 
be made? Is “right and justice” for the creditor alone? Is 
“right and justice” for the debtor alone? It was fondly hoped 
and believed that the creditor would be a “stay law" unto him- 
self in this the hour of his country’s calamity, and that he would 
keep aloof from the dockets of the.courts until the debtor could 
“catch breath” and have time to “put his hou-e in order.” While 
many creditérs have shown magnanimous forbearance, many 
debtors have exhibited an ufworthy disposition to avoid a fair 
settlement. Yet many, too many creditors have shown a heart- 
less desire to extort “ the pound of flesh” from honest, needy, 
aud fair dealing debtors. And yet again, many creditors seek 
not to destroy but to protect and relieve their friends, and though 
they may push them to the Sheriff’s block and to insolvency, 
you will find these same “injured debiors’’ clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and faring sumptuously every day at the bountiful ° 
tables of rich, happy and loving wives or trusted friends. In- 
stead of forbearance and compromise, a wild rush of * who shall 
be first and the devil take the hindmost,” is made into the courts. 
Brave soldiers who perilled life and lost all, are pursued by some 
slimy skulker from honor and duty who has saved his “notes and 
accounts” by hiding them with himself in a deserter's cave. 
Another brave soldier's widow is puisued by oue whose heart, - 
against shame and dishonor is “bomb proofed,” by his frauds 
and speculations upon the wants and miseries of the war for 
which he voted, but from whose fury his prudent action “in 
snuffing the battle from afar off” has saved his carcass. Yet 
there is another class of creditors--a brave soldier who-has lost 
all but his “notes and accounts,” pursues one whose back has 
grown gray. with the moss of dishonor, and who pleads his vote 
against secession as his badge of wisdom and patriotism, and 
His absolution from all obligations ‘to share the losses the 
war occasioned. Another brave soldier’s widow pursues an 
athletic “exempt whose eyes stick out with fatness,”and who com- 
plains of thé cruel, cruel hardships of the war. . The aged and 
the decrepid, the widows and the orphans who have spent and 
lost all in the support of the “lost cause,” pursue the skulker 
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and the exempt who swear that the Yankees, Jayhawkers, or 
Fecessionists have robbed them of their last dollar. Who is 
the worthy creditor and who is,the unworthy creditor? Who 
can devise the rule of right antl justice that will guide to the 
fair and equable average and disposition of the.'notes and ac- 
counts" saved from the common wreck? And who is author- 
ized to do it? Is the Executive? Is the Legislature? What 
authority has either to do any act? They are both the 
creatures of the Constitution. They live, move aud have their 
being ia the Constitution. Without the Coustitution they would 
have no legal existence. What the Constitution authorizes 
them to do they may do and what the Constitution forbids them 
to do, they have no more authority to do than any man or set 
of men who usurp power and abuse privileges. "The people of 
Mississippi claim the possession of certain rights, too sacred to 
be entrusted to any Government and in their Constitution 
established fer the guidance of their servants have excepted 
certain powers out of the general powers of Government. One 
ef these powers is that the Courts shall always be qpen—anoth- 
er is that no law shall be passed impairiog the obligations of 
contraets. The Judge that would close the doors of a constitu- 
tional eourt, inobedience to the order of the Executive and 
Legislature, -in violation of the Constitution would be unworthy 

his ermine and a fit tool of despotism — As the Executive, I 
. claim no authority to decide who is the worthy and who is the 
unworthy creditor—and I do not know how to average and 
‘divide the losses all havesustained. I feel no oO:dinary personal 
interest in the postponement of the day of payment. ‘My sym- 
pathies have ever been enlisted in behalf of the helpless and the : 
needy. My heart’s love is entwincd around the brave Confederate 
soldier by chords that cannot be severed; and I would divide 
with him the last crumb that belonged to myself—but I must 
confess my wantof wisdom to devise the scheme that will 
absolve him or relieve his prsperty from the obligations of his 
contract with others, without their consent, so long as there 
is virtue, power avd majesty in the Constitution under which 
he lives. Any scheme, however, that may be devised for the 
permanent or temporary relief of the pevple from the pressing 
embarrassments cf our great disasters, that is clearly within 
the restrictons of my obligation to the Constitution, will re- 
ceive my cordial co-operation. 

My faith is not in "stay laws." Temporary relief from debt of- 
ten tends only to additional emtarrgssmenis. Patient iudüstry, 
strict economy and “long suffering" are now our destiny and our 
duty, and the only means of restoring our lost fortunes and re- 
establishing our prosperity aud happiness. . 

May Almighty God whose chasteninz hand mdvifests his 
love, inspire us alk with wisdom, and guide us through the black 
night that ~hrouds our distracted country in gloom, desponden- 
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On motion of Mr. Duff, the message of the Governor was 
laid on the table, three thousand copies ordered to be printed, 
and that it.be made the Special order for to- -morrow morning 
at 11 o’clock. - 

On motion of Mr. Labauve, the accompanying documents 
were laid. on the table, with a view to their reference to appro- 
priate committees.

MESSAGE DONATING LANDS, ETC. 


Executive: OFFICE, UY 
Jackson, Miss., October’ 20, 1866. 


Gentlemen of thé Senate and House of Representatives: 


Congress by “ An act donating: lands to the several States 
and Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts,” approved July 2, 1862, has 
granted to the several States ari amount of public land equal 
to 30,000 acres for each Senator and Represétititive in-Con- 
gress, to` which the States are ‘respectively entitled by the ap- 
portionment ünderthé census of 1860, for the endowment, sup- 
port and maintenance of at'least one college, where the leading 
object shall be to teach such branches of learning as are related 
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to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in -such manner as .the 
Legislature of the States may respectively prescribe. . i 

* No State shall-be entitled to the benefits of this act unless: it 
shall express its acceptance thereof by its Legislature within 
iwo years from the date of its approval by the President.” 

This act expired by limitation on the da J uly, 1864; but ¥ was 
then extended to July 2d, 1866. By an act. approved 23d July, 
1866, Congress again extended the time for acceptance three 
years, which will expire on 2d July, 1867. "This grantis made 
upon, among others, the condition that any State which may 
take and claim the benefits of the provisions of this act, shall 
provide within five years at least, not less than one college, or 
the grant to such State shall cease.  - 

As the State of Mississippi is not now in a. “condition of 
rebellion or insurrection against the Government of the United 
States,” I earnestly recommend that the grant of land be ac- 
cepted, and appropriate legislation for obtaining the title of the 
land or land scrip, and for complying with the conditions pre- 
scribed by the act. 

I herewith transmit for your information a copy of the act 
of Congress, and the circular from General Land Office, by J.~ 
M. Edwards, Commissioner, containing instructions to agents 
. of the Federal Government on the subject; also, at the request 

‘of the Board of Trustees of the University of Mississippi, a 
communication of Dr..J. N. Waddell, Chancellor, containing 
suggestions that meet their cordial sanction, and which I re- 
spectfull7 recommend to your favorable consideration.

State on the success that has attended its efforts to supply. what. 
all will doubtless’ recognize as an indispensable necessity, the 
last map having. been published about thirty-years since. A 
map is now, and. has for several months; been in course of 
preparation by' an accomplished. engineér; tliat'prromises to be 
more perfect than any’ heretofore made, and: will, if the bill . 
in question should: become a law; place: us -in posséssion of a 
map that cannot fail to reflect credit on our State and section. 

"This map wil, in addition to its being as near. perfection in a 
, geographical point of view as it is possible to-makeit, contain 
statistical. information of great value; will have. all- ‘county 
roads laid down with the names ‘and ‘places ‘of residence of 
about 100 of the principal‘ citizens of each -county thereon,

which, as a matter of reference and convenience is not without 
importance, as it will enable one to make such notes in passing 
from one county to another, as will enable him to travel with 
certainty, and also to approximate very closely the distance 
from point to point in his route. 

This may, at first thought, be considered a matter of small ' 
moment, and, perhaps, might be, if the map wasto be hung 
only in our State offices, but, as they are to be used by each 
and every county of the’State, it will prove a matter of very 
great convenience for our county officérs, to be able ata glance, 
to determine distances and to ascertain the direction of the va- 
rious roads. In addition to this, all information concerning 
our Levee District will be made known, competent engineers 
being now engaged in obtaining it;theresult of whose labors 

wiil appear on the map, and wil include the entire distance 
from Memphis, Fenn., to the Louisiana State line, and TEE 
down to the mouths of the Mississippi. x 

Concerning the artistic execution of the work, it is only nee- 
essary to Say, it is contemplated to have it executed in’ France, 
where, it is well known, engraving and coloring is doné in a 
style of excellence that ‘cannot elsewhere be excelled, if 
equalled. _ 

The preparation of a map the size of the one in contempla- 
tion, usually involves an expenditure of no inconsiderable 
sum, and this will be borne, before any appropriation i$ re- 
ceived, by the Stute Engineer; and your committee is of opin- 
ion that the price and terms on which this will be furnished, 
. may besafely considered nominal, and hope they may meet 
with your approval, and secure the passage of the bill and 
thereby enable His Excellency, the Governor, to carry out the 
views on this subject as conveyed to us in his message. 

There will be required, to furnish two maps tà each county, 
and to place a sufficient number in the hands of the Secretary. 
of State for exchange with other States of the country, and to 
supply the various State offices, one hundred and seventy maps, 
which will be furnished for the sum of $20 each, and involve 
an expense to the State of $3,400. This-amaunt, when it is 
known that to engrave the plates only, will demand an outlay 
of from $2,500 to $3,000, if is believed cannot be considered 
excessive, and is less than your committee. thought the work 
could be done for. The remuneration for a year’s labor on 
the part of the Engineer and his assistants will accrue to them 
in the sale ‘of maps ‘hereafter to private parties, as they . will, un- 
der the provisions of the bill, become the owners of the copy- 
right and the plates from which the work will be printed: It 
is hardly necessary that your committee should attempt to 
make. known the expense that has attended this undertaking, 
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as it has already reached a sum in excess of what will be re- 
quired of the State to supply its wants, but would advise the 
appointment of a State Engineer, to hold his office for twelve . 
months, without expense to the State, as it is belived the work 
ean thereby be better prosecuted to a. successful termination. 
The map will, on completion, be submitted to His Excellency, 
the Governor, and will doubtless undergo the most rigid scru- 
tiny, as it will be, if imperfect, not only valueless, but of man- 
ifest injury, and ealeulated to mislead, rather than to aid and

liquors, within five miles of the State University; except for 
medical purposes, in less quantities than five gallons, have 
instructed me to report to the House, that after due considera- 
tion of the subject, in their opinion the prayer of the petition 
should not be granted; and they ask to be discharged from its 
further consideration.

Mr. SPEAKER: 

The memorial shows the pressing wants of. the Daken, 
in the shape of additional buildings to accommodate, the 
rapidly increasing number of students; - repairs rendered . 
necessary by the accidents and calamities of war; unpaid lia- 
bilities, to meet which . presenti funds are wholly inadequite ; 
additions to the library, and the probable necessity for the 
employment of additional instructors. Leaving entirely out 
of view any present attempt to recover the vafuable telescope 
construeted for the University, and now-held by a College in 
Chicago, and cutting down the proposed repairs, additions and 
improvements to the lowest. possible amount, afid limiting 
them to objects of rigid necessity, at least twenty thousand. 
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dollars of appropriation will be required for the support of 
the University during the present educational year. The 
Trustees estimate it at $30,000. . Nor is there. any probability 
of less being required annually for some time to come. The 
University was never more flourishing as to number of 
students, and extent of Faculty, their ability and devotedness. 
With the increase of students, however, the necessary accom- 
modations for them must be provided, and additional instrue- 
tors employed. If the wants of the University are increasing, 
it is because its educational benefits are being mare widely 
diffused, and the State is receiving in the moral and intellectual 
culture of its youth, a hundred fold what is drawn from its 
Treasury in dollars and cents. 

By the Memorial from the Trustees, it seems that the 
original endowment of the University was from a donation by 
Congress of thirty-six s ections of land to the State in trust. 
These lands were leased and afterwards sold by-the State. 
On the presumption that the money was collected, crediting 
the interest which the Act of the Legislature of 1843, decided 
to be allowed, the amount claimed as dué this fund, January 
1, 1856, was over a million of dollars. Allowing, however, 
only what.the State is believed to have received, or has re- 
cognized by her Executive officers as due from this grant to 
herin trust, and allowing the interést, the amount of the fund 
at the date mentioned, and for which the Stateis claimed to 
be responsible, is $855,712, From this is to le deducted the 
the appropriations made by the State to the University during 
those years, which, with interest, amounts to $203,465 ; leaving 
the amount claimed as actualiy due the University as its en- 
dowment, January 1, 1856, the sum of $652,246. 

The Legislature of 1856, while not acknowledging this in- 
debtedness, acknowledged the obligation of the State to meet 
the pressing wants of the University, by appropriating for a 
term of five years, $20,000 per year for that purpose. This 
appropriation expired in 1861. since which time none further 
has been made. j s 

Your Committee, looking at the condition of the Treasury, 
and the impoverished condition of the people; the numerous 
just demands upon the one, and the inability of the other to 
provide revenue adequate, to protect and foster every State 
interest, do not believe. that the present is the time to settle 
by legislation the question of this large liability, either by 
recognition of its amount, or by agreeing to pay interest. At 
a more propitious season, and when fuller attention can be 
given to the subject, it will be a question that must demand 
serious consideration and a just and calm decision. In the 
meantime, there can be no doubt that the University must be 
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sustained. It is a noble Institution, admirably supplied with 
' philosophical apparatus, with a full and intelligent Faculty, 
rapidly increasing students, and a reputation second to none 
in the Southwest. With its large endowment fund gone while 
in the -hands of the State, its rates of tuition designedly so 
low as to allow the poorest to share in its privileges, and.con- 
sequently so low as without that fund not to be self-support- 
ing, .its property greatly injured by the war—your Committee 
can see no other resource it has than to call upon the State 
for aid; nor.can that callin justice be disregarded. It is the 
State University; and whether the State owes it half a million 
or not, or the interest thereon, the State must and should see 
that its energies are strengthened, its ability fostered, and its 
vast power for good upheld and increased. 
' It is absolutely necessary, too, that this action-of the State 
should be immediate. The wants of the University are ` 
urgent; repairs to the buildings must be made at once, and the 
additions at once contracted for. It will not do to wait until 
another session, with four or five hundred students: clamorous 
for entrance, and only instructors and building accommoda- 
tions for half the number; and the buildings constantly ex- 
posed to still greater injury for want of .repair. Itis but 
justicé to look ahead and prepare for the future; and to let the 
Trustees know what aid they can expect from the Legislature. - 
in response to their call for what they believe to be the Uni: 
versitys claim for its own, or for the aid your Committee 
must believe it is the State's duty to furnish. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommend a renewal of the 
appropriation of 1856, of.$20,000 per annum, to the Univer- , 
sity until otherwise directed ; payable quarterly; and they 
present herewith a bill for that purpose. ° l

To the House of  Representatijes of the State of Mi ississippt : 


^ GENTLEMEN :—I return herewith to the House of Represent- 
atives, in which it originated, the act to regulate final process 
on judments and decrees in certain cases, with the reasons why 
i cannot approve the same.  .. 

I regret that I cannot approve this law. Whatever legisla- 
tion consistent with the Constitution the Legislature may adopt 
for the purpose of relieving the people, will meet my approval. 
But the act under consideration seems to violate both the Con- 
stitution of the United States, as well as the Constitution of 
this State. In each of them it 1& declared that no law shall be 
passed impairing the obligation ofa contract. It is true, thé 
Legislature may pass laws changing the remedy upon con: 
tracts which will be valid, provided they do not impair the ob- 
ligation. What constitutes the obligation of a contract, and 
what is the true distinction Between the obligation and therem-. 
emdy to enforce it, has never been determined with perfect ać- ` 
curacy. But it has often been decided that any act which sub- 
jected the property ofa debtor toa stay law doesi impair the 
obligation of the contract, and that such a statute can be en- ` 
forced only as to contracts ‘made subsequent to its passage. In 
the act under consideration, a stay is given to the debtor for: 
the payment of the debt extending over a period of fonr years. 
If this power thus to stay execution exists in the Legislature, I 
can see no limitation to its exercise except in legislative discre- 
tion. If it be competent to stay exetution. during a period of 
four years, it is difficult to perceive what there is to prevent an 
indefinite extension. For these reasons, I am compelled to 
withhold my approval from this act.

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
JACKSON, Miss., February 11, 1867. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I received on the 3d inst., from the Hon. Wm. L. Sharkey, 
Senator elect to Congress of the United States, a telegram as 
follows: “Hold the Legislature in session. I have something 
to communicate.” To-day I received a communication from 
him enclosing a proposition herewith transmitted. Senator 
Sharkey says: “I enclose propositions which have been pre- 
pared, by a delegate from North Carolina, with great care.— 
` These propositions are to come from the States, and some of 
the leading men have said, if the South do not like the Con- 
stitutional Amendment, why don't they propose some plan of 
their own? I think they will be adopted by North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Arkansas; as all their delegates here ap- 
prove them." Ihave no recommendation to make on these 
propositions, as I disapprove them entirely. 

BENJ. G. HUMPHREYS. 
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WuEREAS, It has heen announced by persons .high in au- 
thority, that propositions from the Southern States, having 
in view the adjustment of our present political troubles, would 
be received and considered, etc., Therefore— 

Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, That 
the Congress of the United States be, and are hereby request- 
ed to propose to the Legislature of the several States, the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of the United States: 


ARTICLE XIV. 

Section 1. No State under the Constitution has a right of 
its own will to renounce its place in, or to withdraw from the 
Union. Nor has the Federal Government any right to eject a 
State from the Union, or to deprive it of its equal suffrage in 
the Senate, or of representation in the House of Bepresenta- 
tives. The Union, under the Constitution, shall be perpetual. 

Section 2. The public debt of the United States authorized 
by law shall ever be held sacred and inviolate. . But neither 
the United States, nor any State, shall assume or-pay any debt 
or obligation occurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the government or authority of the United States. 

Section 3. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, are subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States, and of the States in which they reside, and 
the citizens of each State shall be entitled to all the privileges 
and immunities of citizens in the several States. No State 
shall deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdic- 
tion the equal protection of the laws. 

Section 4. Representatives shall be apportioned among the 
several States according to th. ir respective numbers, counting 
the whole number of persons in each State, excluding Indians 
not taxed. But when any State shall, on account of race or 
color, or previous condition of servitude, deny the elective 
franchise at any election for the choice of electors for Presi- 
dent or Vice President of the United States, Representatives 
in Congress, members of the Legislature, and the officers 
elective by the people, to any of the male inhabitants of such 
States, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the 
United States, then the entire class of persons so cxcluded 
from the exercise of the elective franchise shall not be counted 
in the basis of representation, 

WuereEas, Erc., Be it further Resolved by the Legislature of 
the State of Mississippi, That the following articles shall be 
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adopted as an amendment to, and become a part of the Consti- 
tution of the State of Mississippi: 


ARTICLE. 

Every male citizen, who has resided in this State for one. 
year, and in the county in which he offers to vote, six months 
immediately preceeding the day of election, and who ean read 
the Declaration of Independence, and the Constitution of the 
United States, in the English Language, and write his name, or 
who may bethe owner of two hundred and fifty dollars worth 
of taxable property, shall be entitled to vote at all elections 
for Governor of the State, members of the Legislature, and 
all other officers, the election of whom may be by the people of 
the State: Provided, That no person, by reason of this article, 
shall be excluded from -voting who has heretofore exercised 
the elective franchise, under the. Constitution and laws of this 
State, or who, atthe time of the adoption of this amendment, 
may be entitled to vote under said Constitution and laws.

The State should step in to lend some aid. These ‘orphans 
v e the State's children—many are the children of the soldiers 
f Mississippi who gave up their lives at the call of the State in 
the late struggle, and. who left to their children, as their only 
earthly inheritance, the assurance that the State would not for- 
get the patriotism of the dead, or the-cr ry of the destitute orphan 


children of the dead. © 
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No more prompt, no less expensive, no sooner way, for some 
relief to these institutions can be suggested, than by ari ‘annual 
appropriation for- a few years.. It is to. be hoped, and may con- 
fidentially be expected that by. that time, brighter and more 
prosperous days will lessen the calls now made.on ‘these insti- 
tutions, and give the particular locality greatér ability to do 
whatit has so “nobly done for so longa period. The pecuniary ` 
resources of the State prevent, however, a large appropriation ; 
and -your committee in recommending as moderate à one as 
they do, have } proportioned their recommendation, nof to the 
worthiness of the object, the necessity of the benefaction,. or . 
the equity of the demand upon the State for much larger aid, 
but ta the acknowledged “fact that its treasury cannot afford 
more, even to so positive and just a call.

found in the fact that the Boards of County Police and corpo- 
rate authorities of cities and towns have, from a mistaken no- 
tion of their duty, levied upon the citizens a tax in excess of 

their ability to pay. 

` The policy adopted by the State in view of the exhausted 
condition of the country, was to impose at presen only such 
an amount of tax as would meet the actual expenses of an 
economical Government, without providing for the payment 
of one dollar of debt. Your committee are.not disappointed 
to find that even this bears heavily upon our people, as is shown 
by the numerous applications from almost all professions for 
a reduction in rates. It will be borne in mind that your com- 
mittee had no statistics for the five years previous to guide 
them in,determining with accuracy what amount the assess- 
ment would produce, but were left to uncertain conjecture. 
The result has proven that with a material deficiency, arising 
from the failure of the cotton crop and consequent loss upon 
that subject of taxation, the amount will not be sufficient. In 
this state of affairs, it is impossible for your committee to re- 
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commend the reduction of any portion of the tax unless some 
new subject of taxation can be suggested. + 

Heavy as the burden is, it must be submitted to, or the 
wheels of Government must stop. But we are of the opinion 
that some relief can be found by restraining the Boards of 
Police from pursuing a policy at variance not only with that 
of the State but oppressive to the people: 

County taxes ranging from 150 to 600 per cent. have been 
levied, with the view not only of supporting the county gov- 
ernments but of paying debts which had been accumulating 
for years, an@ the result has clearly shown that this course 
was unwise. 

Your committee have instructed me to report the accompa- 
nying bill and recommend its"passage.

To the House of Representatives: 


I herewith return to you a bill to be entitled an act for the 
relief of Thomas W. and F. B. White, executors of William 
White, deceased, with my: disapproval. 

The faith of the State is not pledged for the redemption of 
cotton notes, and the.debt sought to be released by this act is 
not due to the State, but to:the holder of these notes—the- 
State being merely a trustee for the benefit of the holders. 
Under such circumstances, the Legislature‘ought not, as:trus- 
tee, to release the debtor from his. obligation “until” the fáct of 
his having paid it is judicially established. "Phe State is not 
directly interested in the redemption of the cotton notes, and 
only assumes to act as trustce for their redemption, and cannot 
by an act of her Legislature-release herself from the obligation 
assumed without a flagaant violation of good faith on her part. 
Nor can she decide, by legislative enactment, that money paid 
through her defaulting officer, to her as trustee, was ‘properly 
paid, but must submit the question to the decision of the judi- 
cial tribunals, whether or not she is absolved from her obliga- 
tion as trustee. 

If this was a debt due to the State directly, it would be com- 
petent for the Legislature to release a debtor who, in good 


st

faith, attempted to pay his debts,and was prevented by a default- 
ing officer of the State from so doing. This would be butan 
act of justice to one of her citizens; but, in this case, as the 
State is acting as trustee for others, one Legislature ought not. 
to release a debtor from any legal obligation he is under obliga- 
tion to make payment. If so released, the State would, be 
bound, as a faithful trustee, to assume the obligation and make 
payment of it to the parties interested. 

In the present case, it seems that the money was neyer paid 
into the Treasury, but was left as a personal trust with the 
deceased Treasurer. 'The debtor,leaving it with him, trusted 
him and not ihe State, and there is not any propriety in the 
State now assuming an obligation which does not legally or 
morally rest upon her. For these reasons I cannot approve 
this bill, and return it with the reasons for my action.

To the, House of Representatives: 


I herewith return a bill entitled an act to dispese of the un- 
finished business and undecided cases pending in the Special 
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Court of Equity of the State of Mississippi, at Jackson, with 
my disapproval. 

On the 2d of November, 1865, I returned a bill entitled an 
aet to provide for the transfer of thé "unfinished business of 
the Special Court of Equity, established by Governor Sharkey, 
with my disapproval. 

The Legislature passed this bill by a constitutional majority, 
and it stands unrepealed on the statute books, and is identical, 
in purpose and effect, with the bill now before me. So far as 
Legislative enactment can authorize a transfer of cases from 
these Courts of Equity to the Courts of the State, that aathor- . 
ity now exists, but so little reliance is placed in the validity of 
the bill of 1865, that no attempt to transfer any case under it ` 
has been made. In my message returning the bill of 1865, I 
say: ‘ The continued existence of these Special Courts of 
Equity, is thus recognized, for the express purpose of dispo- 
sing of the unfinished and instituted business of the same this, 
too, after the Courts known to the constitution and laws are 
established, and the Convention having failed to provide for 
the transfer of the business of these Courts ‘to any other 
Court, its intention to leave the ‘unfinished and instituted busi- 
ness’ ‘with the Special Courts of Equity, cannot be mistaken, 
and no power known to the Constitution, is authorized to 
make or order thetransfer.” My opinion is unchanged, and I 
can see no difference between a bill that transfers al? the cases 
in these Courts to the Courts of the State, and a bill that trans- 
fers one particular case and “any other cases pending in ‘the 
Special out of Equity” as is the case in the bill now returned.

In 1862, when the city of Vicksburg was first bombarded by 
the Federal fleet, a number of State prisoners, then confined 
inthe jail of Warren county, were, by order of Judge Harris, 
the judge of the Criminal Court of that county, sent to. the 
sheriff of Hinds county for safe keeping, and, under the re-. 
quirements of the law; it was made his dutysto receive them. 
A considerable portion of the amount claimed in this bill was 
incurred in the safe keeping and feeding of these State. pris: 
oners, sent*from the jail of Warren county. 

In 1863, when the forces under Gen. Grant moved up from 
Port Gibson upon Raymond, Hinds county, a short time pre- 
vious to the investment of the city of Vicksburg, the sheriff 
of Hinds county, having in his custody a lar ge number of 
State prisoners, was directed by Gov. Pettus to remove them, 
to the city of Jackson, and to be placed in the State Peniten- 
tiary for safe keeping. A portion of the amount claimed in 
this bill is for the removal of these prisoners. 

Your committee have examined each separate account of 
William H. Taylor and James B. Fairchild as allowed .by the 
Circuit Court of Hinds county, and find them.in conformity to 
law, as prescribed in Art. 181, section X, chapter VI, Revised 
Code, and correct in every particular. ^ 

The reason why these accounts were not presented to the 
Auditor for the issue of warrants, was, that for several years, the, 
Cireuit Court held no session in Hinds county, and the accounts 
could not be allowed as provided by law. There was: no regu- 
lar session of this Court held in Hinds county after:a 
lapse of several years, until May, 1866, at which time. the ac-. 
counts were presented and allowed; but at the session of the 
Legislature in the fall of 1865, the Auditor of Public Accounts ' 
was prohibited by law from issuing his warrants on the Treas- 
urer for claims against the State. incurred prior-to the 16th of 
October, 1865, until further orders. Under this law, the Au- 
ditor. could not issue his warrant for the.elaims of s H. 
Taylor and J. B. Fairchild. l 

Your committee are of opinion that the claims of these par- 
ties are legal, just and equitable, and that the State should pay 
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them. Your committee know. very well of: the eondition of 
the finances of the State at present, and think, that if such 
claims cannot be payed now, some steps should be. taken to 
have them payed at some future time. Such claims were not 
incurred by any incident of a state of war; they occurred as. 
the legitimate expenses of the administration of the ‘State. 
goverment. ,

Mn. SPEAKER: 

His Excellency, the Governor, did, on yesterday, Seta to- 
the Senate a bill originating therein, entitled “An act to pro- 
vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals 
of the State of Mississippi, and for other purposes," with ‘his- 
disapproval of, and objections thereto. 

Said bill has passed both Houses of the Legislature, at its 
present session, and was signed by their respective presiding- 
officers. The Governor's objections thereto have been spread 
upon the Journals of the Senate, and the bill this day passed 
the Senate, the Governor's veto to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, by a two-thirds vote on a call of the yeas and nays. 

The bill, and & copy of the Governor's objections to the 
same, are herewith submitted. "The concurrence of the House 
is desired in the action of the Senate thereon. 

The following. are the objections of the Governor, as afore-- 
said :

To the Senate.: 


I herewith return to the Senate an act entitled ‘An act to pro- 
vide for the holding of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, 
of the State of Mississippi, and for other purposes, with my dis-- 
approval. The power of the Legislature to require the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals to hold terms at different places i im 
the State is not doubted, butin doing so it can only be moved. - 
from place to place in accordance with the eon:titutional organ? ... 
ization of theCourt. The 19th Sectionof the 4th Article of the- 
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Constitution.contains this clause:, “The Clerk of the.High. 
Court of Errors and Appeals shall be appointed for thé term of 
four years." One Clerk (the Clerk) is thus made a constitu 
tional officer, and with tliat one Clerk the Court is. a Constitu- 
tional Court. "Without “fhe Clerk,” or with more than one 
Clerk, it is not the Court recognized by the Constitution. .The 
3d Section of the bill before me enacts, *That the High Court 
of Errors and Appeals shall appoint one Clerk of said Court for 
each of said Districts, ifi the way.and manner, and for the same 
time as the Clerk of said Court is now appointed; and. each of 
said Clerks, when so appointed; shall qualify, give bond, and dis-. 
charge the duties, and be liable to the same penalties now provi- 
ded by law for the Clerk of said Court, and they shall be entitled 
" to have and charge the same fees as now allowed by law to the 
present Clerk. . 

The High Court of Errors and Appeals thus organized, will 
have four Clerks of equal power and dignity. The office of 
Clerk of the High Ceurt.of Errors and Appeals, is created by 
the Constitution. Heis the Clerk of the Court—that is of the 

whole Court—wherever that Court may sit. His office cannot 
be divided and parcelled out among four Clerks, leaving.the 
Clerk provided for in the Constitution. Clerk of the Court in a 
District only, instead of forthe whole State. The creation -of- 
the additional Clerks was not necessary. to enable the Legisla- 
ture to move the Court from place to.place. ‘The power.to create 
more Clerks than the Constitution provides for, does not there- 
fore follow as a necessary implication from the power “to pro- 
vide for the holding of. the High Court of Errors and Appeals 
a such other place c or. places in the State as. -the Legislature may 
irect.’ 

On the first day of January, 1866, the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals did appoint a Clerk, who has given hond, with 
approved security, as required by. ‘the Constitution. He should 
be required to move with the Court. No other Clerk created. 
and authorized by the Legislature can record its, decrees.
